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TO  the  lover  of  the  antique,  there  is  always  a  particular  satisfaction 
in  the  purchase  of  an  original  mantel,  the  charm  of  whose  ornament 
and  mouldings  is  a  constant  source  of  pleasure. 

It  is,  however,  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  antiques  of 
good  design,  and  I  am,  therefore,  devoting  my  time  to  making  really  good 
copies  of  the  originals. 

Each  year,  I  spend  two  or  three  months  in  England,  seeking  quaint 
original  models  from  which  to  make  my  reproductions. 

From  these,  the  accumulated  paint  of  years  is  removed  by  a  special 
process  which  leaves  the  ornament  in  as  sharp  and  perfect  a  condition 
as  when  it  was  originally  executed  by  the  eighteenth  century  craftsman. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  majority  of  the  genuinely 
old  mantels  of  the  latter  eighteenth  century  were  decorated  with  com- 
position ornament,  which  was  a  novelty  in  those  days.  The  Adam 
Brothers  were  particularly  fond  of  this  type  of  ornament,  owing  to  its 
adaptability,  and  used  it  almost  exclusively  in  their  work  in  the  Adelphi 
and  in  Portland  Place,  London. 

In  this  booklet  are  shown  a  number  of  original  mantels  which  I 
have  recently  imported  solely  as  models,  and  from  which  I  am  now 
making  authentic  reproductions.
